Thomas D. Barroli, mobilization officer, 
attached to the state adjutant gener- 
al's office, in a statement issued today, 
declared that men in the draft can en- 
list after the new rules of classifica- 
tion KO into effect on Dec. 15. Report 
has been current for the past week 
that all voluntary enlistments must bo 
niade before that date" or not at all, 
rind this, the colonel poirus out, is not 
so. 


As evidence of this fact Col. Barroli 
quoted from tho latest rules and regu- 
lations issued by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder of Washington to the ef- 
f«ct that "enlistments 
can be taken 
for the navy and marine corps and for 
certain units in the army, but not gen- 
erally for service in the aimy." 


The regulations state 
speciflcially 
that a registrant, whose class and or- 
der 
number 
is 
so 
low 
that 
is 
not 
within 
the 
current 
ijuola 
of his 
local 
board, 
may 
voluntarily enlist in the navy or the 
marine corps. First, he must obtain a 
ccrtillcate from his local board which 
shows that he is not liable to be called 
for immediate service; second, he must 
present this certificate to the enlisting 
oflicer; third, he must receive from the 
c>: listing 
officer 
another 
certificate, 
stating that lie has 
been 
enlisted 


v. Inch he 
must 
return to the local 
board. 
Then the enlisting- 
certificate 
will be filed with the registrant's ques- 
tionaire. Such a man who enlists vol- 
untarily will, under such conditions bo 
placed in class flve, on the ground that 
he is in the naval service of the United 
States. 


Moreover, the 
regulations 
further 
prescribe that any 
medical 
student 
hospital interne, dentist, 
dental stu- 
dent, veterinarian or veterinarian stu- 
dent may enlist in the enlisted reserv" 
corps of tho medical department upon 
receiving permission from the surgeon 
general. 
Such 
class of registrant 
would then have to receive a certificate 
of enlistment and present it to his lo- 
cal board for riling with his question- 
aire, and he would bo placed in class 
five on the ground that ho Is in the mil- 
itary service of the United States. 
Any registrant at any time, regard- 
less of classification and order num- 
ber, 
tho colonel pointed out, may be 
commissioned in the army, novy or 
marine corps, or appointed" an 
army 


1'clel clerk, and thereafter, on presen- 
tation by the registrant to his 
local 
hoard of a certificate showing- that he 
has been commissioned, will be placed 
in class five.

As evidence ot this fact Col. Barroll 
quoted from the latest rules and regu- 
lations issued by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowdcr of Washington to the ef- 
fect that "enlistments can

erally for service in the anny."
